The 21 American republics today 
passed a resolution condemning 
allocation of newsprint in any way 
that limits the “liberty of the 
press.” 

The action came in the econom- 
ic committee of a conference of 
foreign ministers of the Ameri- 
can republics. 

It was announced after the 
closed meeting that the vote was 
unanimous. Thus it included} 
Argentina, where the Buenos 
Aires newspaper La Prensa has 
been closed by the Peron gov- 
ernment. 

La Prensa Not Mentioned. 

The resolution did not mention 
La Prensa. But every delegate 
was aware that La Prensa’s real 
troubles began two years ago 
when the Argentine government 
began limiting its newsprint sup- 
ply, thus cutting the size and 
circulation of the newspaper. 

The preamble of the original 
Ecuadorian resolution was re- 
ported unchanged. It declared 
that, “the scarcity of newsprint 
seriously affects the normal de-

The 
atom bomb was:unknown when 
the espionage statute was drafted. 
I emphasize this because we must 
realize that we are dealing with 
missiles of destruction which can 


revolution and the destruction of 
capitalism was well known to the 
defendants, if in fact not sub- 
scribed to by them, when they 
passed what they knew was this 
nation’s most deadly and closely 
guarded secret weapon to Soviet 
agents. 

In the light of this, I can only. 
conclude that the defendants en- 
tered into this most serious 
conspiracy against their country 
with full realization of its impli- 
cations. The statute of which the 
defendants at the bar stand con- 
victed is clear. I have previously 
stated my view that the verdict of 


‘guilty was amply justified by the one 


evidence. 

In the light of the circum- 
stances, I feel that I must pass 
such sentence upon the princi- 
pals in this diabolical conspira- 
cy to destroy a God-fearing na- 
tion, which will demonstrate 
with finality that this nation’s 
security must remain inviolate; 
that trafffc in military secrets, 
whether promoted by slavish de- 
votion to a foreign ideology or 
by a desire for monetary gains 
must cease. 

The evidence indicated quite 
clearly that Julius Rosenberg 
was the prime mover in this 
conspiracy. However, let no 
mistake be made about the role 
which his wife, Ethel Rosen- 
berg, played in this conspiracy. 
Instead of deterring him from 
pursuing his ignoble cause, she 
encouraged and assisted the 
cause. She was a mature wom- 
an—almost three years older 
than her husband and almost 
‘seven years older than her 
younger brother. She was a full- 
fledged partner in this crime. 

Indeed, the defendants Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg placed their 
devotion to their cause above 
their own personal safety and 
were conscious that they were 
sacrificing their own children, 
should their misdeeds be detected 
—all of which did not deter them 
from pursuing their course. Love 
for their cause dominated their 
lives—it was even greater than 
their love for their children.

Rosenberg was born on the 
parents — Harry Rosenberg and 
Sophie Cohen Rosenberg. 

Julius met his wife when 
both attended Seward Park 
High School. He attended the 
City College of New York, where 
he was graduated as an electrical 
engineer in February 1939. His 
college classmates included So- 
bell; Max Elitcher, a Government 
witness against Rosenberg and 
Sobell, and William Perl. Perl, 
32-year-old physics instructor, 
was indicted for perjury for false- 
ly denying that he knew Sobell 
or the Rosenbergs. 

Rosenberg married Ethel Green- 
glass June 18, 1939.

Her father, Barnet 
Greenglass, was born in Russia 
and her mother, Tessie, came to 
the United States from Austria. 


Sobell worked during World 


War II as a civilian employe on 


He attended Stuy- 
vesant High School, and was grad- 
uated from City College in 1938 
as an electrical engineer. On 
leaving college, he shared an 
apartment with Elitcher in Wash- 
ington. bell then obtained -a 
job with the General Electric Co. 
in Schenectady, N.Y. There he

In 1947, he began work for the 
Reeves Instrument Co. in Flush- 
ing, where Elitcher later worked. 

Sobell left New York in June

The suit, in District of Colum- 
bia court, was brought by Mrs. 
Justa Jones, “47-year-old resident 
of Madison, N.J., against Mrs. 
Gertrude Lamont Saltzman Jones. 

Mrs. Justa Jones told a jury 


yesterday that her marriage to 
Matthew Jones, à State Depart- 
ment official, had been happy 
until Mrs. Saltzman Jones en- 
tered the scene. Mrs. Saltzman 
Jones is now married to the com- 
plainant’s former husband. 

Mrs. Saltzman Jones is the 
daughter of the late Robert Pat- 
terson Lamont, Secretary of Com- 
merce in the Hoover Administra- 
tion. She formerly was married 
to Charles Saltzman, Assistant 
Secretary of State in 1947 and a 
former vice president of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

James Ernest, attorney for Mrs. 
Justa Jones, told the court .that 
Mrs. Saltzman “either by virtue 
of allurement, enticement or by 
virtue of illicit intercourse com- 
pletely alienated the affection 
Jones had for his wife.” 

Ernest said one of the meetings 
of Jones and Mrs. Saltzman was 
in the New York City apartment 
of William McChesney Martin, 
former St. Louisan, sworn in 
Monday as chairman of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board.

One has to do with ineffective price controls and the rising 
costs of living;.the other labor’s new sense of power and unity.

Substantial progress in controll- 
ing prices had been made in the ja 
summer of 1942 when the War 
Labor Board, finding that the 
cost of living had risen 15 per 
eent between January 1941 and 
May 1942, established the so- 


called Little Steel formula. hold- | 


ing that thereafter it would not 
approve increases in basic wage 
rates in excess of 15 per cent over 
the level of January 1941. So the 
steelworkers, who had been seek- 
ing an increase of $1 a day, 
agreed to the WLB formula which 


gave them 44 cents a day. Subse- 
board unanimously ' 


quently the 
accepted the Roosevelt formula 
for wage stabilization which set 
out the assumption that wage 
rates prevailing in September 
1942 were equitable, and only in 
exceptional cases would the board 
approve increases. 

That word, “unanimously” is 
significant because the board was 
a tripartite group of 12, repre- 
senting the public, industry and 
labor. The labor members were 
Thomas Kennedy of the United 


Mine Workers; R. J. Thomas of | 


the CIO United Automotive Work- 
ers: George Meany of the AFL, 
and Matthew Woll of the Photo- 
engravers. 

Record on Living Costs. 

It is true that in the World War 
II period both price; and wages 
edged up and corporate profits 
declined, but all these movements 
were relatively moderate. 

Prices, as measured by the con- 
sumers’ price index, which takes 
the 1935-39 average as 100, aver- 
aged 116.5 in 1942 and rose to 
128.4 in 1945. Average hourly 
earnings in manufacturing in- 
dustries were 85 cents in 1942 
and rose to $1.02 in 1945. Corpo- 
rate profits after taxes in 1942 
were $9,433,000,000 and in 1945, 
declined to $8,748,000,000. 


The picture changed rapidly in 
the post-war inflation, and even 
more rapidly since Korea. The 
latest cost of living figure, for 
Feb. 15, is 183.8 on the consum- 
ers’ price index, an increase of 
15.9 points in a year, and an in- 
crease of 65.4 points since 1945. 


The latest average hourly earn- 
ings figure, for Jan. 15, is $1.50, 
an increase of 12 cents in a year 
and an increase of 48 cents since 
1945. Corporate profits rose from 
1945’s total of $8,748,000,000 to 
$22,400,000,000 last year on the 
basis of an official estimate using 
incomplete data, made by the 
President's Council of Economic 
Advisers. 


Complicated Factors. 


These figures provide the sta- 
tistical background for labor's 
skepticism about its role in in- 
dustrial mobilization, but they are 
only the meager framework of a 
complexity of factors. 


Other price increases are in the 
pipeline ‘from the primary mar- 
kets to the ultimate consumer. 
The Defense Production Act of 
last fall—the control statute—is 
full of loopholes which were not 
in the 1942 legislation. The 1950 
act prohibits, for instance, con- 
trol of speculation in the basic 
commodity exchanges. It omitted 
rent controls and the present fee- 
ble rent control legislation has 
only recently been extended tem- 
porarily. It provides that before 


Shiskin said that “on the whole’ 

fair degree of priee control had 
heat achieved when wage controls 
were imposed by the old War La- 
bor Board. Fernbach’s expression 
was that we did have at that time 
“pretty effective controls.” 


Both made the point that in 
the early 1940s basic commodities 
were controlled on a dollar and 
cents basis, instead of the per- 
centage markup basis now used in 
controlling the end product, in 
those fields where controls have 
been imposed. 

“When there’s a fire in the 
basement,“ said Shiskin, “you 
don’t put it out by pouring water 
on the roof. That is our situation 
today. We are not getting at the 
source of the trouble. We are at- 
tempting to impose controls at 
the intermediate and final stages.” 


Fernbach described the per- 
centage markup system of con- 
trols as “systematic escalator 
clauses in the name of price con- 
trols, allowing wholesalers and re- 
tailers to profit on price in- 
creases.” 

The difference between dollar 
and cents ceilings and percentage 
‘markup ceilings is 
often by reference to the price of 
a shirt. Under the dollar and 
cents ceiling, a dealer who paid 
$2 for a shirt and sold it for $3, 
would be permitted to sell it for 
$4 if the price to him became $3 


—he would still earn $1 on each 
shirt he sold. But under the per- 
centage markup system, if the $2 
shirt comes to cost the dealer $3, 
his new ceiling would not be $4, 
but $3 plus his former percentage 
margin of profit—50 per cent—so 


his ceiling would be $4.50. 
Other Differences. 


» The economic details, however, 
are far from the whole story. 
There is a difference in public 
psychology in an all-out war such 
as we were engaged in after 
Pearl Harbor, and the limited 
“police action” that now engages 
us in Korea. 


There is the difference in how 
Roosevelt dealt with labor, and 
how Truman deals with it. Roese- 
velt had labor men in all of the 
war agencies—not just as advisers, 
but as policy makers. 

Walter Reuther, president of 
the CIO Automobile Workers, 
drove the point home this week in 
an interview published by United 
States News and World report. 
Reuther said what labor asked was 
not to serve in an advisory capaci- 
ty in the top mobilization agency 
headed by Charles E. Wilson, but 
to serve on a policy board.

As @ conclusion to the “Great Debate” on 


American foreign policy, this resolution is about 
as unreal and inconclusive as anything could be. 
The Senate refuted Herbert Hoover's thesis that 
the United States could afford to abandon West 
Europe te the Kremlin, for it did approve the 
sending of four more divisions. Then it took 
it back to some extent by attaching the McClel- 
lan amendment. . 

The Senate said the disposition of troops for 
the national defense is its business by attaching 
the McClellan amendment. But it took that at 
least part way back by refusing to make the 
resolution more than advisory. 

Certainly any positive accomplishments from 
this resolution, and the three months of Senate 
dehate that preceded it, are not apparent. But 
the negative accomplishments are considerable. 

For few foreigners could be expected to under- 
stand that the real issues in the United States 
Senate chamber were domestic politics and the 
constitutional question of the authority of the 
President te act as commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces for the nation’s defense, as the 
Constitution specifies. 

Europeans may be encouraged by the MeClel- 
lan. amendment to slow down their efforts to 
build strong defenses for their, afid our, pro- 
tection. As Gen. Eisenhower pointed out after 
Supreme Headquarters Allied Powers Europe 
officially began operations, Anything dene 
which would indicate reluctance on the part of 
any country to get into this pool of cold water 
would delay the whole preparation” of a com- 
mon defense. 

We hope the Atlantic community in coming 
months will pay more attention to the physical 
presence of four new American divisions in 
Europe than to the windy debate that has filled 
the Senate this past week. The troops will be 
the true token of American intentions. They 
will be the evidence that, despite Administra- 
tion clumsiness in handling the issue, despite 
strenuous Republican efforts to build up elec- 
tion issues for 1952, the great majority of the 
American people recognize that their security 
is dependent on the security of Western Europe. 
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Concerning the Kefauver Kids 

Among the many surprises that have lain in 
wait for Senator Kefauver in the course of his 
becoming famous, one particularly appeals to 
our imagination. This one is that he is now a 
hero (if he was not one already) to his own 
children, or a bigger hero (if he already was 
somewhat), And not just an ordinary hero, 
either. A hero of the stature of legend, one of 
the mighty company of such as Hopalong Cas- 
sidy, Howdy Doody and Arthur Godfrey. 


Mrs. Kefauver said that when their four chil- 
dren were in New York at the time of the Ke- 
fauver committee hearings “we were forever 
wiping smudges from the TV screen left by the 
children ‘touching daddy.’” Few are the fathers 
who get that quality of adulation, even in the 
few years before the child grows older and in 
teen-age wisdom perceives that daddy is a dope. 
We don’t know how Senator Kefauver is going 
to live up to it. 

Frankly, we don't think the Kefauver kids are 
going to be favorably impressed by the Senator's 
‘untelevised committee work from now on, no 
matter how soundly done it is. We expect they 
will regard his best speeches on the floor of the 
Senate as coming in the nature of an anti- 
climax. The impression is likely to grow on 
them that daddy has let them down. Once a 
glamorous figure, whom you could touch on 
television, he may have become just a United 
States Senator, and you know how many of them 
there are. 

The single ray of sunshine we see in all this 
gloomy picture is that eventually four children 
will become four grown-ups, realizing at last 
that something daddy did once was better than 
being famous, or being Milton Berle, or riding a 
bucking bronco, Between now and then the 
Senator will just have to bear up under it. A 
slightly bothersome interim needn't be so bad as 
long as you know it’s bound to have a happy

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The Doctors Argue 

Medical politics being what they We, the 
tempest in the St. Louis Medical Society over 
who ig to have control of the doctor draft is 
not too surprising. But the affair does not re- 
flect much credit on the doctors. . 

One faction has been urging that the local 
Medical Advisory Committee, which in effect 
picks the physicians, dentists and veterinarians 
who are to be drafted, should be made up largely 
of World War II veterans. This group has now 
agreed to accept a compromise by which four 
more veterans would be added to the committee. 

Veterans are entitled to a voice on this com- 
mittee, but why they should have a dominant 
voice has not been explained. Recent experience 
with armed services medicine is of itself hardly 
a guarantee of superior ability to decide which 
individual doctors are needed to provide medical 
care for this community and to continue the 
training of doctors. 

A more sensible criterion for selection of the 
committee’s membership is the one chosen by 
the society’s leaders—representation on a func- 
tional basis of private practitioners, schools, hos- 
pitals, organizations, etc., with no single group 
having a controlling voice. 

The doctors on all sides of this question need 
to remember that some doctors are going to 
have to be drafted, some patients will lose their 
physicians, institutions will lose some staff mem- 
bers, because there are not enough doctors to 
go around. If the medical organizations had en- 
couraged the training of more doctors in the 
past, there would be less pain now. 

The primary consideration in drafting doc- 
tors, as in drafting other men, must be the 
nation’s welfare. Individuals’ wishes are sec- 
ondary.

The anti-Reuther group unex- 
peetedly pulled out candidates it 
had planned to run against both 
Reuther and UAW Secretary- 
Treasurer Emil Mazey. 

In the only contests interna- 
tional vice presidents Richard T. 
Gosser of Detroit and John W. 
Livingston of St. Louis, were re- 
elected easily over three oppo- 
nents. 

The Reuther forces suffered 
their only setback in one of 19 
regional elections. The other 18 
regional directors, all backed by 
Reuther, were re-elected. Among 
them was Russell Letner, St. 
Louis, Region 5. 

Having achieved a major vic- 
tory in adoption of a dues in- 
crease affording a big “war chest” 
and ample funds for administra- 
tive expenses, Walter Reuther is 
free to chart the future course of 
the union, which may be outlined 
at its convention. Its objectives, 
the Post-Dispatch learned, will go 
beyond union demands such as 
the guaranteed annual wage, and 
may include an attempt to use 
the auto workers as a political 
bloc to influence selection of 
presidential candidates by the 
major parties. 

A group within the union, it 
was learned, advocates formation 
of a third party. Reuther, it was 
understood, does not deem such 
a measure practical at this time. 
He is advocating a change in the 
convention schedule, which would 
increase intervals between con- 
ventions to two years. 

Reuther, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, informed those close to 
his long-range policies that his 
timing would bring about a con- 
vention in the spring of 1955 
when existing five-year contracts 
of the big three with General Mo- 
tors, Ford and Chrysler expire, as 
a “kick-off” for new bargaining 
demands, 

“That is the year,” Reuther 
said, “that we are going to make 
collective bargaining history in 
America.”

He's surly, neglectful and gloomy 
around the house when he isn't actually disgusting. My appeals 
seem to make matters worse. With two small children, I can’t 
leave him. But what can I do?”

BURCH BIGGS, WHO RULED/ 
POLK COUNTY AS POLITICAL 
“BOSS” BEFORE DEFEAT OF HIS 


MACHINE IN 1946.

BENTON, Tenn., April 5. 


OLK county is the scene of a 

red hot political feud, with a 

group of citizens, who call 
themselves the “Good Govern- 
ment League,” in rebellion against 
the constituted power of the 
state. An “insurrection army” has 
seized the courthouse, and for 
the third time in recent weeks has 
blocked the doorways and kept 
the County Court from convening. 

The court, its opponents say, is 
a creature of the Tennessee State 
Legislature, rather than a govern- 
ing body chosen by the people, 
and, if permitted to fynction, will 
oppress them with misgovern- 
ment. In the name of good gov- 
ernment, control of the county 
has been seized by force and is 
held in defiance of a court in- 
junction. It is mob rule, the 
county authorities say. It is revo- 
lution against machine politics, 
say the leaders of the Good Gov- 
ernment League. 

All this is going on in a region 
where rugged traditions of inde- 
pendence are stoutly held and 
where political battles are fought 
with a sort of evangelical fervor. 

Polk county, one of the largest 
in the state; lies in the southeast 
corner where Tennessee, Georgia 
and North Carolina meet. Mostly 
it is mountainous with the rug- 
gedness of the Great Smokeys, 
stretching away to the vast Cop- 
per Basin, reached by the Ocowee 
gorge that slashes through the 
Chilhowee range. There’s a road 
that threads the gorge, connecting 
Ducktown and: Copper Hill with 
the valley west of the range. 
There between the Ocowee and 
the Hiawassee lies Benton, the 
county seat. Benton and its area 
are called “Bélow the Mountain.” 
The uplands are called “Above 
the Mountain.” It sounds like a 
line of, demarcation, but the low- 
landers and the highlanders are 
joined on both sides in the county 
conflict. 

Polk county for 20 years was 
ruled by “the Burch Biggs ma- 
chine.“ More specifically, it was 
ruled by Burch Biggs, recognized 
as the county Democratic boss. 
Nobody denies that. Whether it 
was good rule or bad rule is 
something about which there is 
difference of opinion. Burch 
Biggs says it was good rule be- 
cause it was patterned after the 
way Boss Crump of Memphis used 
to rule the state.

IGGS was a rugged valley 

farmer when he was elected 

sheriff in 1930 and lost .no 
time in setting up an organization 
which came to be called the Burch 
Biggs machine. From then until 
1946 the Biggs machine ruled the 
county, with the office of sheriff 
being filled interchangeably by 
him and his two sons, Broughton 
and Burch Jr. It is charged that 
moonshining and other forms of 
lawlessness prevailed, schools and 
roads were not kept up, bills were 
not paid and funds were not ac- 
counted for. 

In 1946, veterans disapproving 
of the way the county was being 
run stirred up opposition which 
culminated in a mass meeting at 
Ducktown. The meeting was 
called a good government rally, 
“to rid this county of the political 
machine that has wielded its un- 
seemly power over Polk county 
for the past 15 years.” 

Four hundred men gathered at 
the Junior College auditorium,

and has continued to function 
as leader of the movement to this 
day. Frank Lowery of Ocowee, 
a valley farmer and gin owner, 
was nominated for representative 
to the Legislature.. He was elect- 
ed on Nov. 5, 1946 by a majority 
of 1500. 

Lowery was re-elected in 1948 
by 3000. In 1950 in a three-cor- 
nered race against Thomas Lynn 
Johnston (Dem.) and John V. Arp 
(Rep.) he received a majority of 
178 votes. There were charges 
of fraud and Johnston contested. 
A legislative committee reported 
fraudulent voting in Ducktown 
precinct and the ballots of that 
precinct were thrown out, giving 
Johnston a majority of 300. The 
Legislature unseated Lowery and 
gave his seat to Johnston. 

In the meantime. the commis- 
sion form of county government 
had been adopted and the county 
was ruled by three commissioners, 
Barclay as chairman, Watson 
Gregory, a farmer, and John 
Runions, a school teacher. The 
commissioners were not account- 
able to the County Court. 

As soon as Johnston was seated 
he, with the co-operation of Sena- 
tor Harry Burn of Sweetwater, 
launched a course of what is 
called “ripper” legislation. This 
is legislation aimed at political 
opponents in a member’s district 
which he is privileged to have 
passed with the consent of the 
other members. Under privi- 
lege Johnston was able to have 
repealed all laws affecting Polk 
county passed since 1946, destroy- 
ing the commission form of gov- 
ernment, throwing out the three 
co ners and restoring the 
County Court to power. 

The court at that time was 
composed of eight justices of the 
peace, one from each precinct. It 
was equally divided, four mem-

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the Democrats incorporated Ben- 
ton as a precinct. C. E. Rogers 
was named as the ninth member 
of the County Court. W. A. Lewis 
of Benton, another judge, had 
been a Good Government League 
man but he switched to the other 
side. With an advantage in the 
County Court, the Biggs machine 
was back in power. 

When the County Court was 
scheduled to meet March 12 it 
was feared that there would be 
trouble like there was at the elec- 
tion in 1948, in which three men 
were killed and many wounded 
and the National Guard was called 
out to restore order. 

There was trouble but it was 
what might be called the peace- 
ful sort. A cavalcade of automo- 
biles flying American flags came 
through Ocowee gorge from above 
the mountain to reinforce the 
men of the meadows. Five hun- 
dred G.G.L. men filled and sur- 
rounded the courtho and pre- 
vented the members of the Coun- 
ty Court from entering. The law 
requires that the court sit in the 
‘courthouse, so it was not possible 
to have a session somewhere else. 

The sheriff, John Edwards, is 
a G. G. L. man.
